BLAST KILLS SIXTEEN . 


AMERICAN SOLDIERS AND RED 
CROSS AID INJURED, CARE 
FOR HOMELESS. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 
PARIS, March 18.—Two very vio- 
lent explosions Friday in a factory 
at Lea Cournevuve, north of Paris, 
caused the deaths of sixteen persons 
and the injury of a larger number, 
mostly slightly, according to an of- 
ficial announcement made tonight. 
The cause of the explosion has 
not yet been definitely determined, 

American Red and army 
ambulances were among the first at 
the scene of the explosions. A large 
flees of ambulances, kept at the 
American hospital at Neuilly for 
emergency purposes, started for the 
scene within a few minutes after 
the explosion with two men on each 
car. A number of wounded were 
carriea to hospitals in motor trucks 
of the American army.

“On Brink of Grave.” 


FEW MONTHS MORE LIFE > 
ASKED FOR MRS. HOWE. 


But Her Counsel Demands Either Full 
_Acquittal or Supreme Penalty. 


ISALIA, March 18.—Fiysterical 
outbursts by the defendant, 
Mra. Orlean Howe, on trial in 
the Superior Court here, charged with 
the murder of W. H. Brooks in 
Porterville, last November, marked 
the opening argument to the jury 
this morning by George G. Murray, 
assistant prosecutor. 

Oo. lL. Everts, who replied tn be- 
half of the defense, to Attorney Mur- 
ray's argument, declared he was in- 
structed by his client to demand 
that the jury return one of two 
verdicts, guilty of murder in the 
firet degree, or acquittal. 

The two arguments were finished 
when court adjourned this evening. 
with Frank McGowan cf Sen Fran- 
cisco, and H. B. MeClure of Visalia, 
slated to speak for the defendant 
tomorrow. James F. Burke, aasist- 
ant prosecutor, will close the argu- 
ments for the State, with some 
proepect this phase of the sen- 
sationa) trial may be reached tomor- 
row night. 

“RESPECT FOR LAW.” 
Attorney George G. Murray, who 
represented the Brooks family in- 
terests In the case and who appeared 


as assistant prosecutor, devoted his 
address to the jury to an argument 
demanding respect for law. His «r- 
gument may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

The facts of the shooting of W. H. 
Bruoks remained uncontested in the 
trial of Mra. Howe. It was shown 
that she purchased a revoiver with 
a hint that she in ded to commit 
a crime, that she walked almost 
directly to the Pioneer Hotel and 
there fired four shots, which caused 
the death of her victim. The de- 
fense relied upon creating in the 
minds of the jurors a doubt as to 
Mrs. Howe's sanity, yet there was 
not a word of evidence to support 
this contention, except on opinions 
expressed by Mre. Howe's intimates 
and members of her family. Great 
importance should be attached to 
the fact that not a word of expert 
testimony hed been introduced tu 
show that Mrs. Howe was mentally 
unbalanced. On the other hand, 
three of the admittedly greatest 
alfenists In California had declare: 
that Mre. Howe wes sane at the

| “RIGHTS OF LIFE.” 
“At this time of all times in the 


history of America when democratic 
guevernment is fighting for its life,” 
said Mr. Murray, “when we have be- 
fore us a picture of the horrible con- 
ditions resulting from anarchy in 
liusela, it is of the utmost im- 
portance for the protection of the 
social fabric that right of life and 
property be guaranteed.

therefore, a verdict of guilty must 
be returned if the jury remain true 
to the administered oath.”

DRY DOCK NEED URGED 
_ UPON SHIPPING BOARD. 


LARANCE H. MATSON, traffic 
manager of Los Angeles Harbor, 
sent a strong letter yesterday to 

Edward H. Hurley, chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, in 
which he took exceptions to a state- 
ment purporting to have been made 
by engineers of the board that the 
needs of commerce do not Warrant 
the building of a drydock here by 
the Los Angeles Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Company. 

“As a result of long study and in- 
vestigation of this subject, we beg 
to differ very emphatically from 
this conclusion,” Mr. Matson said.
